IOO fruitmen attended the meeting 
with H. S. Stoner, Orrtanna, vice 
president, presiding. 
Althought there 
is 
uncertainty 
about the 1939 fruit crop prospects, 
specialists said, there are indications 
now of “about a half crop of 
cherries, a heavy peach crop and 
no definite estimates on the apple 
crop.” 
John U. 
Ruef, specialist 
from Pennsylvania 
State college, 
who was asked about the “set” of 
fruit on the trees now, said that 
much more can be told about this 
year’s fruit crop in about two or 
three weeks. 
The first speaker Thursday evening 
was D. C. Jacobs, Arendtsville, who 
has handled 
the 
apple 
blossom 
publicity for several years. He said 
that 13,500 folders, Including orchard 
views and a map of the section and 
making use of color for the first 
time this year, had been distributed. 
The folders have been Issued for six 
years and annually cover a wider 
area. 
Mr. Jacobs reported also on 
pending 
legislation in 
congress 
affecting fruitmen. 
No Danger From Scab 
George L. Zundel. fruit pathologist 
from State college, told the or­ 
chardists 
that the present scab 
situation is not dangerous unless an 
extended 
rainy spell should cause 
unusual activity among the spores. 


ganese sulphate which he said is 
being used widely with considerable 
success to cut down burning in lime 
sulphur sprays. 
John O. Pepper, extension entom­ 
ologist from State College, said that 
green and grain aphids are being 
found in county orchards and that 
there is yet danger from rosy aphids. 
A hopeful sign in the insect situa­ 
tion, lit- pointed out, i.s the presence 
of 
unusually 
large 
numbers 
of 
parasites and predators which prey 
upon the harmful insects, he re­ 
ported. Successful red mite control 
is 
being 
accomplished

county orchards, he reported, Cod­ 
ling moths have not yet appeared, 
Pepper said, but warned the growers 
that the next spray will be particul­ 
arly important in the control of 
moths and leaf hoppers. 
Discusses Cover Crops 
Mr. Ruef discussed the importance 
of soil building measures in orch­ 
ards in this section and 
warned 
against over cultivation. He assert­ 
ed that cover crops are of first im­ 
portance in soil improvement for the 
purpose of adding organic material, 
preventing loss of natural fertility, 
avoid loss of moisture and building 
up the humus content of the soil. 
He said that lime and superphos­ 
phates should not be qverlooked in 
the exclusive use of nitrates. 
He 
listed vetch, lespedeza. soy beans, 
sudan grass and sweet clover as 
good covers, depending upon the in­ 
dividual orchards. 
Rye and vetch 
mixed 
probably 
make 
the 
best 
winter cover crop, he asserted. 
County Agent M. T. Hartman told

The sale of poppies—which is 
sponsored annually by the American 
Legion auxiliary—will open on Sat­ 
urday and continue until May 30. 
Local Girl Reserves under the di­ 
rection of Miss Alice Snyder will 
sell the poppies on Saturday and 
children in the seventh and eighth 
grades will sell on Saturday, May 27, 
which is known 
as Poppy 
Day 
throughout the country. 
Each year approximately ten mil­ 
lion Americans wear auxiliary pop­ 
pies in tribute to the World war 
dead, contributing for the flowers 
nearly one million dollars for the 
welfare of the war’s disabled vet­ 
erans. The first nation-wide sale of 
poppies was held in 1921.

New York, May 19 <AP)—Penn­ 
sylvanians had their day at the 
New York World’s fair today. 
Led by Governor James, thousands 
of Keystone state visitors came to 
salute the fair and share in a 
program highlighted by the dedica­ 
tion of Pennsylvania’s exhibit—a 
replica 
of 
historic 
Independence 
Hall. 


More than a dozen Civil war 
relics supplied by local residents 
are on display in the Pennsyl­ 
vania building. The pieces were 
sent to the fair by the Gettys­ 
burg Chamber of Commerce. 


The Governor, who delivered the 
principal address, was accompanied 
to the exposition hy state officials, 
including members of his cabinet, 
judges and legislators. 
A special train which left Pitts­ 
burgh early this morning picked up 
the legislator at Harrisburg at 7 


a. rn. 
Governor James boarded it 
at Philadelphia two hours later. 
The state’s “first lady,” Mi s s 
Dorothy James, and her brother, 
Arthur H. James, Jr., were officially 
welcomed by the exposition's chief­ 
tain, Grover A. Whalen. 
Turning the $300,000 stake exhibit 
over to the exposition, Hie governor 
said it was dedicated to life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness, not to 
one people, but of all peoples of 
all nations. 
“Pennsylvania's hall of progress is 
America’s hall of progress,” he said 
in a prepared address, “and now 
tills exterior replica of Independ­ 
ence Hall, and this interior spectacle 
of democracy, progress, tradition 
and peace becomes a monument be­ 
longing to the nation, to be shared 
by them with the people of the 
civilized world.” 
Governor James viewed co-opera­ 
tion and co-ordination as the “key 
to this greater freedom” in the 
world of tomorrow.

Then what? To help these forest 
creatures our state forestry folk 
tiave recently taken from those 
Mont Alto nurseries 190.000 plants 
and planted them in the wood­ 
lands where they may provide 
winter food for denizens of our 
forests. 
“They include 15 different spe­ 
cies of plants sucli as white mul­ 
berry, honeysuckle, dogwood, bar­ 
berry, wild cherry, hazlenut, crab 
apple and wild grape. The main 
idea is to get plants which retain 
a fruit or seed, after leaves have 
fallen before November gales und 
so make dinners for these hunted 
wild creatures. 
"Which provides a nice leaven 
for these taxes, budgets, deficits 
and what nots of a financial na­ 
ture you hear about so frequently.

While Herman A. Hoke, 55-year- 
old farmer and poultryman of near 
Springs Grove was being held in 
custody at an undisclosed place for 
the murder of Kathryn Moose, in­ 
vestigation into the death of the 
York housemaid turned back to 
Adams county today as detectives 
visited the home of the victim’s 
parents, near Aspers, this morning. 
They

brothers’ funeral home on Balti­ 
more street this afternoon. 
The trip by York county authori­ 
ties here brought to light the in­ 
formation that Hoke, who has been 
charged with murder of the girl who 
had worked for him for about seven 
years, had come here two days after 
her death to view the body at the 
Deatrick brothers’ funeral estab­ 
lishment. 
View Body Here 
It also has been learned that Mr. 
and Mrs. Hoke attended the funeral 
services on Thursday morning of 
last week and that Mr. Hoke sent a 
large bouquet of flowers marked 
only as being from “a friend.” Mr. 
and Mrs. Hoke attended the brief 
services at the Moose home in Bull 
Valley and also were at the com­ 
mittal services at Bender’s Lutheran 
church were Hoke passed before the 
coffin that was opened there for a 
final viewing. 
Detectives have learned that Hoke 
“broke down” completely and sob­ 
bed uncontrolably, although he said 
nothing, as he stood before the body 
of Miss Moose at the funeral home 
here on the Tuesday afternoon pre­ 
ceding the funeral 
He had to call 
a second time at the Deatrick es­ 
tablishment before he was allowed 
to view the body which was being 
prepared for burial at the time he 
first appeared and asked to be 
allowed to see it. 
Reports from York early today 
that the body of Miss Moose had 
been exhumed to permit an ex­ 
amination of the contents of her 
stomach were discounted by state­ 
ments from officials that Coroner L. 
U. Zech of York county, York coun­ 
ty detectives and a York surgeon 
came here the day before the Moose 
funeral and removed the stomach 
from the body which already had 
been embalmed at the local under­ 
taking establishment. 
Coroner Zech since has admitted 
the stomach was taken to Phila­ 
delphia for examination but he and 
other officials denied any link be­ 
tween this case and the “poison for 
insurance” deaths in Philadelphia. 
Attended Market Here 
Hoke is remembered here by per­ 
sons who attended curb market in 
center square before the present 
market house was put into use. He 
is said to have occupied a stall in 
the northeast section of the circle. 
Miss Moose, whom he is charged 
with having murdered, is said to 
have been in his employ during the 
period he attended market in Get­ 
tysburg and is said to have ac­ 
companied him here frequently. 
The accused man also is a mem­ 
ber of a group of persons from Han­ 
over and vicinity who conduct serv­ 
ices one Sunday each month at the 
Adams county home. Guests at the 
home say Mr. Hoke was with the 
group that held 
worship services 
there last Sunday, two days before 
his arrest. 
Hoke claims that Miss Moose died 
in his automobile a short time after 
he had picked her up in Spring 
Grove and they had started in his 
car for the Hoke farm. 
Then, Hoke stated, he became con­ 
fused and worried and drove to York 
where he placed the body on a lot 
at the rear of the Julius Dairy 
lunch room, off South Richard ave­ 
nue. along Mason alley. 
While searching the girl's room at 
the York residence where she had 
been employed, detectives found a 
number of uncashed checks made 
payable to her by Hoke. 
None of 
the checks had been cashed. 
The 
detectives also found a note on the 
Spring Grove National bank for 
$175, signed by Hoke and payable 
to Kathryn Moose.

Guardsman Killed 
Enroute to N. Y. Fair 


Pottsville, Pa., May 19 (AP) — A 
N ational G uardsm an en route to 
New York to parade in Pennsylvania 
day exercises at the World’s fair was 
killed today in the wreckage of an 
arm y truck. 
He was Clark Klinger, 20. a pas­ 
senger in one of seven trucks carry­ 
ing 28 m em bers of Com p^fe C, 103rd 
quarterm aster regiment, from Pine 
Grove, Schuylkill county, to H am ­ 
burg to join other units of the regi­ 
m ent for the motor trip to New 
York. 
(Nine guardsm en from G et­ 
tysburg were scheduled to make the 
trip.) 
Another passenger, Norman Beck, 
20, was taken to a Pottsville hos­ 
pital suffering from shock, and a 
fractured left arm .

STARRY REVEALS 
NIGHT LIFE OF 
MOROCCAN CITY 


In his second travel letter, David 
Starry, 
of 
York 
Springs, 
widely 
traveled young man who is now on 
a European tour as a member of the 
cruise staff of the 8. S. Kungsholm 
of the Swedish American lines, tells 
of strange scenes in Morocco and 
of the contrast between the old sec- 
ions of the city and the evidences 
of modem civilization nearby. 
Leaving Casablanca, 
where 
the 
harbor is heavily mined, the Kung- 
sholm soon sighted 
Italian 
sub­ 
m arines and expected within a few 
hours to come within view of the 
Germ an fleet. 
The Interesting letter, the second 
The Gettysburg Times has received 
from Mr. Starry, includes an ac­ 
count of “Arabian Nights’’ cxper* 
iences the party had as guests of 
a local sheriff in a form er sultan's 
palace in Fez. 
The letter follows: 
“Tills is being written aboard ship 
between Morocco and Portugal. We 
are now only an hour out of Casa­ 
blanca and have already sighted two 
Italian 
submarines. 
Tomorrow 
morning between 2 and 4 a rn. we 
are scheduled to pass the Germ an 
fleet. 
Just before sailing we saw 
Ave A raban horses being loaded 
into the hold of a France-bound 
ship to be used in the French pro­ 
gram of military expansion. 
But, 
for the moment, those of us aboard 
ship arc unmindful of the Euro­ 
pean situation; we ore all still bask­ 
ing in the glamor of our visit to 
Morocco and seeing life as it was 
lived a thousand years ago. 
“Casablanca is modem, the most 
modem city in northwest Africa, but 
its m odernism is confined mostly 
to the w aterfront where the French 
have built new docks and quays. 
Near the w aterfront there is also a 
pa%'ed boulevard planted with date 
palms and lined with ultra-m odern 
apartm ent houses and departm ent 
stores. But this comparatively small 
care of the 20th century is as noth­ 
ing compared to Hie sprawling sec­ 
tion of the old city, where live the 
majority of Sasablancas inhabitants 
—the Arabs, the Berbers and the 
Jews. Of Casablanca's 110.000 popu­ 
lation only one-third are French; 
the rest are ail Orientals. 
Four Imperial Cities 
“Within a radius of 150 miles of 
Casablanca lie the 
four 
imperia, 
cities 
of 
Morocco—Fez. 
Meknes, 
Marrakech and Rabat. 
The Sultan 
has a palace in each city and di­ 
vides his time between the four. He 
was in Rabat when we were there, 
and even though we did not meet 
him personally or have a peek into 
his harem, we did inspect his pal­ 
ace and marvel at the loveliness of 
Moorish architecture. 
"Night life in any Moroccan city 
Is practically the same, but after­ 
dark entertainm ent In the old sec­ 
tion of Casablanca is reported to 
rival even th at of Port Said and 
Marsailles. 
Recently 
the 
French 


government decided to ‘clean up’ the 
city, found filled with 800 Moorish 
women. 
They have to stay in the 
compound until they get m arried or 
leave the country. 
But the city is 
still a very dangerous place in which 
to be alone a t night, w hat with rob­ 
bers, drunken members of the For­ 
eign 
Legion, 
and 
the other 800 
women th a t the governm ent has not 
yet been able to segregate. 
Even 
three people travelling together arc 
likely to get into difficult situations, 
as a member of the cruise staff, the 
assistant purser and I found out. 
The dimly lighted, narrow, winding 
streets 
provide 
excellent 
hunting 
ground for the city’s professional 
criminals, anc! every Arab you meet 
is a potential thief, because Mo­ 
ham m edanism does not frown too 
darkly on robbery—to them any­ 
thing stolen from a Christian is a 
gift to Allah. 
‘Allah 
be praised’ 
they m utter as they disapepar down 
a dark street with your pocketbook, 
camera and w hatnot. In broad day­ 
light one of my companions had his 
hat stolen from off his head; a n ­ 
other the silk handkerchief from 
out of his breast pocket, and three 
times a quick jerk of the arm pre­ 
vented 
my 
cam era 
from 
being 
snatched out of my hand. 
This 
happened during the day so you can 
imagine w hat it is like at night. It 
is well for the traveller to remem­ 
ber that the flowing robes of an 
Arab can conceal not only stolen 
goods, but also daggers—which they 
are expert at using in the slightest 
provocation. 
Dress in Old Clothes 
“Educated by our afternoon’s ex­ 
perience, we went out that night 
dressed in our oldest clothes, carry­ 
ing nothing th at could be snatched 
from our person. 
Tile few francs 
needed for expenses were placed in 
an inside pocket. 
However, lack of 
money in Casablanca is often apt 
to get you into more trouble than 
plenty of it. 
At certain cafes, once 
they get you inside, you are allowed 
to leave in safety only after they are 
certain you’ve spent every cent you 
have. 
On the other hand, if they 
discover you have very little money 
along, they hit you over the head 
out of sheer exasperation. 
“As our guide, the first night 
ashore, we took with us a Jewish 
boy named David, who considered it 
a huge joke th a t his name was the 


same as rhine, and insisted on tell­ 
ing all his native friends about it. 
I with the result th at I imagined m y­ 
self to be the butt of a lot of jokes 
in Arabic. 
David spoke a sm atter­ 
ing of seven languages, picked up 
from sailors 
When any of us would 
utter an English word new to him, 
he would repeat it several times, fix­ 
ing its meaning in his mind. 
De­ 
spite his ability as a linguish David 
was rath er indiscreet as a guide and 
led us into several situations from 
which only the foeile tongue of a 
companion 
extricated 
us 
without 
undue difficulty. 
“Evidently both the Moslems and 
the Jews in Morocco hate Italy and 
Germany, for as we passed through 
the teeming streets, groups of men 
of both races asked if we were G er­ 
man or Italian. Had we answered in 
the affirmative, David informed us, 
w'e would have been stoned from the 
street 
From 
other 
sources 
we 
learned th a t the trend in Casablanca 
is toward communism. 
“Fez. 150 miles west of Casablanca, 
is unique in being one of the few 


sacred places of the M ohammedan 
world now open to Christian visitors. 
Second only to Mecca and Medina 
in the M ohammedan list of holy spots, 
for over a thousand years it was 
closed to the western world, and 
only recently has a Christian been 
perm itted to enter Fez without the 
special permission of the Sultan. 
W ithin the walls of old Fez are 
many fine mosques and religious 
shrines, bazaars th at have changed 
little since the days of the Good 
Caliph of Bagdad. 
Here there are 
hundreds of tiny shops, lining the 
I narrow 
winding 
lanes, 
many 
of 


I which are roofed over with trellises 
I and m atting to shield pedestrians 
| from the sun. 
Guests At Entertainm ent 
“My second night in Morocco was 
{spent at the Hotel Jarnars in Fez. 
The hotel was once a Sultan’s pal- 
i ace and is filled with winding sta ir­ 
cases, elaborate Moorish archways, 
; and typical Arabian furniture. T hat 
I night .several of us were the guests 
1 of a local sheriff at an entertain- 


] m eat th at might have come right 
j out of the ’Arabian Night.’ We were 
m et at the doorway by our host, who 
was dressed in flowing white silk 
robes. 
He immediately apologized 
(for the absence of his four wives, 
j and then led us into the house. Fol- 
i lowing the sheriff’s example, each of 
| us seated ourselves on a cushion ana 
I prepared to sip the m int-flavored 
I tea that a slave girl was preparing 
(on an inlaid cabaret at the side of 
| her master. 
But before offering us 
I o n e of the glasses of tea. she tasted 
l o n e herself to prove that it wasn't 
poisoned. 
After the tea was con­ 
sumed two more slave girls passed, 
around the room with heavy silver 
atomizers, spraying perfume on the 
heads of the men and patting it on 
the knees of the women. The per­ 
fume ritual over, another slave ap ­ 
peared with a huge globe of burning 
incense which was passed under the 
nose of each guest. 
The effects of 
the strong tea, heavy perfume and 
pungent incense iiad just about m es­ 
merized us all when the Moorish 


orchestra, consisting of two casta­ 
nets and three cnc-string Arabian 
guitars, started to play a strangely 
exciting 
but 
tuneless 
selection 
From this point on the entertain­ 
m ent came fast and furiously. There 
was “stomach" dancing, acrobatic 
dancing and sword swallowing. The 
height of the evening came when an 
Arab did a dance while balancing 
on his head a large tray bearing ten 
glasse of tea, ten candles and 
a 
heavy silver tea pot. 
Before bid­ 
ding us farewell our gracious host 
again apologized for the absence of 
his wives, and we stepped out into 
the moonlit Moroccan night, won­ 
dering if such things as Rockefeller 
Center, Hitler and W.P.A. really did 
exist. 
“The next afternoon as we sailed 
out of Casablanca we saw a huge 
net being hauled aside to let us pass,

Davis 
(R.-Pa.>, 
had 
telegraphed 
Gayle Burlingame, secretary of the 
Pennsylvania Society for the Blind. 
that the federal board found the bill 
•'confusing and extremely difficult 
of administration.” 
The telegram added Davis had 
some amendments which the board 
felt “would clear up these difficul­ 
ties if accepted." 
The bill as it stands would take 
the needy blind from a straight $30 
monthly 
pension basis, and 
put 
them in the same classification as 
assistance cases, so the state might 
get about $3,000,000 a year from the 
federal 
government toward 
their 
support. 
Major sections of the house-ap­ 
proved bill are being changed in 
committee to delete features which 
raised a storm of protest among 
democrats. 
The civil service system, which it j 
originally proposed to strip out, so 
far as 5.000 workers handling direct 
relief are concerned, would be re­ 
tained but the governor could re­ 
move employes. 
Vacancies would 
be filled on the merit basis as at 
present. 
Tile senate came back for a post­ 
midnight session early today, ad­ 
vanced a series of bills on its cal­ 
endar in preparation for an ad­ 
journment drive next week, and re­ 
ceived a new proposal to let Phila­ 
delphians vote for a city manager.
